CONSENT ORDER AND JUDGMENT 

Upon consideration of the Joint Stipulation for Entry of Consent Order and Judgment, it 
is ORDERED. 

1 . Judgment is entered in favor of the International Painters and Allied Trades 
Industry Pension Fund ("Pension Fund") and against Builtek Contractors, Inc.("Company" or 
"Defendant"), for unpaid contributions, liquidated damages, interest and attorneys' fees and costs 
pursuant to 29 U.S.C. §§1132(g)(2), 1 145 and 26 U.S.C. §6621 in the amount of $13,441.53 
("Judgment Amount") which includes: 

(a) Contributions $ 6,191.00 

(b) Liquidated Damages $ 1,738.20 

(c) Late Fees $ 97.25 

(d) Interest $ 213.90 

(e) Attorneys' Fees and Costs $ 5,201.18 
Interest shall accrue on the Judgment Amoimt at the rate of 6% per annum compounded daily 
from August 30, 2005 to the date of pajmient. 

2. Company shall pay to the Pension Fund the principal sum of $13,441.53 ("Total 
Debt") plus interest amortized at 6% per aimum compounded daily on the unpaid balance of the 
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principal sum by six (6) successive monthly payments of $2,000.00 commencing September 1, 
2005 and a final payment of $1,748.10 on March 1, 2006. All payments shall be amortized in 
accordance with the schedule attached to this Consent Order and Judgment ("Order") as Exhibit 
1. 

3. Company, its owners, officers, agents, servants, attorneys, and all persons acting 
on its behalf or in conjunction with it shall be and hereby are restrained and enjoined from failing 
or refiising to file complete, proper and timely remittance reports with all required contributions 
due and owing to the Pension Fund for all periods for which Company is obligated to do so in 
accordance with the current and any fiiture collective bargaining agreements to which Company 
is a party with any local union(s) affihated with the Litemational Painters and Allied Trades 
Industry. 

4. The Pension Fund is entitled to reimbursement from Company of all attorneys' 
fees and costs it incurs to enforce this Consent Order and Judgment and may apply to this Court 
or to the Court in which enforcement is sought for fiirther reasonable attorneys' fees and costs in 
addition to those set out in tt 2(d) and 3(d) above. See, 29 U.S.C. §11 32(g)(2) and Free v. 
Briody, 793 F2d. 807 (7th Cir. 1986). 

5 . The Clerk of the Court may immediately certify this Consent Order and Judgment 
for transfer upon the request of Plaintiff and payment of any required fee.
